It  wutild  SL'cin  tliat  the  editors  and 
corre.spoiukiUs  have  again  made  tiic 
world  believe  that  war  i.s  about  to  be 
declared  between  Ar^nMitina  and  Chili. 
But  so  far  as  we  can  s--l\  the  "imiund- 
ingotitbreak"  is  nothing  bul  a  newspaiier 
fake.  vSuch  papers  as  the  Proi.m  of 
Buenos  Aries  are  spectilating  on  these 
alarms,  and  tliey  will  keep  them  alive 
as  long  as  there  is  any  possii»le  cnttse  for 
tlieni.That  there  is  irritation  and  linslility 
in  the  relations  between  the  two  countries 
is  unfortunately  true,  and  at  times  it 
has  almost  seemed  iiniiossible  to  avoid 
an  appeal  to  arms.  But  at  tlie  present 
moment  nothing  whatever  has  occurred 
to  render  the  siluaiion  more  critical, 
bej'ond  the  sens^iless  clamors  of  a  few 
mercenary  newspapers,  A  war  between 
the  two  countries  just  now  would  be  a 
crime  as  well  as  a  calamity,  for  there  is 
ab.solutely  no  rational  cause  for  it.  Tiiey 
are  d'.s]niting  about  the  possession  of  a 
few  miles  of  territory,  in  great  part 
worthless  to  either  one  of  them,  Tliey 
have  already  agreed,  however,  to  run  the 
houndar\'  line  as  far  as  ]iossible  by 
means  of  a  joint  boundary  conuuissioii, 
and  wherever  they  ciui  not  agree  as  to 
the  proper  location  of  that  line,  the 
dispute  shall  be  submitted  to  the  sover- 
eign of  Great  Britain  for  arbitration.  In 
view  of  this  there  is  al)solutely  no  reason 
either  for  war  or  for  ill  temper.  Let 
them  go  on  with  the  joint  survey,  and 
feel  sure  that  strict  justice  will  be  done 
in  every  case  where  they  can  not  agree. 
It  is  not  only  an  insult  to  Great  Britain, 
but  a  stain  upon  their  own  good  faitli 
to  keep  this  quarrel  going.  We  do  not 
think  there  will  be  war,  although  some 
ghoulish  speculators  arc  trying  to  bring 
it  about,  but  at  the  same  time  it  is 
disquieting  and  prejudicial  to  have  these 
alarms  stirred  up  two  or  three  times  a 
year. 


Thh  speech  made  by  President-elect 
Campos  Salles  at  the  dinner  in  London 
on  tlie  7th  inst.  shows  that  he  utterly 
failed  to  grasp  the  situation.  Euro]Jean 
business  men  derive  no  satisfaction  from 
learning  that  the  republic  is  imperish- 
able in  Brazil  and  that  all  longing  for 
reform  has  ceased  to  exist.  They  would, 
doubtless,  much  prefer  being  informed 
that  this  longing  is  earnest  and  vigorous, 
and  that  it  may  perhaps  even  become  so 
strong  as  to  sweep  away  the  pernicious 
factors  that  have  reduced  the  country 
to  its  present  wretched  condition  It  is 
not  apprehensioJi  .of  the  restoration  of 


the  monarchy,  as  the  President  elect 
seems  to  suppo.se,  that  is  depressing  the 
credit  of  Bia/il,  but  the  elTect  of  the 
anaichy,  niisiule  and  extiavagaiice  that 
have  ]ire\'aiie(l  since  the  monarchy  was 
nverlhj-own.  luiropcan  business  men 
feel  far  less  interest  in  the  name  by 
which  Brazilians  choose  to  call  tlu-iV 
go\'eninivnt  than  in  the  policy  adopted 
in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  Uie 
country.  If  tlios':;  who  control  the  af- 
fairs of  tlie  country  adopt  and  persist- 
ently maintain  a  pilicy  similar  to  that 
which  prc\-aile(l  up  to  the  latter  part  of 
th.'year  iSScj,  the  credit  oi  Brazil,  no 
m;Uter  whit  its  go\'crimi -iit  m:i\-  b" 
called,  will  once  more  b;conie  what  it 
was  at  tliat  time.  Ami  Kuro]ican  busi- 
ness men  evident!}"  think,  as  is  shown  by 
Mr.  Johnston's. speech,  that  the  ailoptioli 
of  sucii  a  pilic)"  is  what  President  Prn- 
dente  de  Mnraes  is  sincerel>-  (though 
not  \'ery  sticcessful!>",  it  imist  lie  admit- 
ted )  en(lea\-oring  to  innmote.

l^iii-:  con\'ersion  of  a  public  loan  into 
one  bearing  a  lower  rale  of  inleivsi,  is  a 
measure  which  ina\-  !>e  either  good  or 
bad,  right  or  wrong.  It  ought  to  be  a 
result  of  greatly  improved  credit,  an  in- 
dication of  greater  confidence  in  tlu- 
financial  slate  of  the  couiilry,  And  it 
never  ouglit  to  imply  in  any  s^ns,-  wh  ii- 
ever  a'  breach  of  conlracl.  If  a  na- 
tion's oulstandin.;-  loms  are  subject  to 
l)aymciU  at  its  own  n;)lion,  then  there 
can  be  no  ([ucstion  raised  in  reguri!  to 
refunding  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest, 
liro\-idiiig  the  money  is  ofTered  for  tlie 
operation,  Such  a  tntnsaction  may  be 
cordially  endorsed  and  the  nation  com 
])liineiited  on  its  improved  credit.  Bui 
should  it  happen  that  the  loan  was  is- 
sued with  tile  undersiandiiig  that  it 
sliotild  not  be  redeeined  within  a  speci- 
fied number  of  years,  then  refunding  is 
nothing  less  than  a  breach  of  contract. 
Wiien  the  apalitrs  of  the  iuternai  ilebt, 
principally  5  ]ier  cents,  were  refunded 
in  1S90  to  a  4  per  cent  gold  basis,  we 
were  doubtful  of  tiie  jiropriety  and  jn-.- 
tice  of  the  ste|!,  not  liecnuse  the  loan-, 
were  issued  for  long  periods,  but  becausij 
they  had  been  made  tiie  medium  for  all 
legal  and  obligatory  deposits,  .Sfcuritie.s, 
trust  funds,  etc.  For  the  goverinneiit 
to  reduce  the  interest  on  such  funds 
seemed  an  unjn.st  exercise  of  power. 
At  that  lime  gold  and  paper  were  more 
or  le.s-^  eipiivaleiit  in  value,  and  the  re- 
funding implied  a  reduction  of  30  per 
cent.  Since  then  the  ciUTency  has  gone 
down  steadily  to  less  than  one  fourth  its 
par  value,  and  this  4  percent  gold  rate, 
whicli  then  seemed  .so  unfavorable  com- 
pared with  the  5  per  cent  currency  rate, 
has  become  comparatively  burdensome. 
The  government  lias  now  decided  to 
return  to  its  old  5  per  cent  currency- 
type,  and  docs  .so  by  simply  decreeing  a 
new  issue,  with  a  bonus  of  25  per  cent 
in  bonds  for  all  who  accept  the  ex- 
change, and  p;iyment  of  the  face  value 
for  nil  who  do  not  accept.  While  it  is  a 
satisfaction  to  know  that  the  govern 
ment  has  found  so  simple  a  way  to  cut 
down  .some  of  its  more  burdensome  items 
of  eKpendtture.  we  are  compelled  to  say 
that  it  is  a  very  dangerous  use  of  power. 
The  government  may  have  the  right  to 
do  it,  but  such  arbitrary  and  frequent 
changes  in  its  debt  obligations  can  not 
fail  lo  unsettle  confidence  and  to  drive 
investments  away.  Investors  like  to 
feel  that  their  investments  are  fixed  as 
well  as  safe,  and  if  they  find  that  the 
rate  of  interest  is  subject  lo  capricious 
changes  every  few  years  they  will  surely 
seek  for  something  less  changeable.  In 
this  case,  there  is  no  doubt  whatever 
that  the  interest  charges  on  this  loan  had 
become  very  burdensome  and  on  this  ac  - 
count  the  government  is  entitled  to  our
